> Group, 


I've moved out into the country this past year. Got the house mostly done 
and now there is time to operate. There is an area-wide power line noise 
problem. It's a rural power system and probably doesn't get high priority 
maintenance. My antenna is a vertical so that doesn't help. It also seems 
to be the worst when the conditions are the dryest and clears up when it's 
raining and real damp. This morning it's about an S5 to 7; makes it hard 
to copy the weaker QRP signals. 


VV VV VV NV 


Bummer. The fact that it goes away when it rains clearly tells you it 
is outside. It MAY be a single bad insulator, etc. Some DFing or even 
careful listenting may be in order (power line arcs are often audible or 
even visible with binoculars). The Inteference Handbook by William 
Nelson (available at most ham stores and from ARRL) is an excellent 
treatise on power-line interference. 


> Question is, can a noise cancelling receiving antenna system help or is DSP 
> a better choice. If either one or both, which products are doing the best? 


The DSP filter will help some with the noise, but primarily by reducing 
the bandwidth, like any other audio filter. The denoiser DSP algorithms 
can make a signal that is somewhat out of the noise sound better, but 
will not help any if the signal is very close to the noise level. 


The noise cancelling devices, such as the JPS and the MFJ can do wonders 
IF you have a point source of noise. 30 dB of improvement is possible. 
The MFJ unit is designed to use either an indoor pickup antenna to 
cancel noise sources in your own home (works wonders with computer 
trash!) or an outdoor antenna to make a sharp, steerable null. I talked 
to a fellow in FL who bought one (on my advice) and he told me it made a 
big difference. 


Of course, the best approach is to get the power company to fix the 

problem. The ARRL Regulatory Information Branch has an information 

package that can help convince the power company that these harmful 

noise emissions are not in compliance with FCC regulations. Contact 
nikb@arrl.org for help with a power line problem. 


I have a W9INN multiband dipole that I used in the city but I have many 
trees very close together. I'm going to try to get it up if I can thread 
it through the trees somehow. That should help but I still expect a high 
noise level. 


VV VV 


Actually, the vertical will probably work just as good. A horizontal 
antenna sometimes picks up less noise, but primarily because a LOW 
horizontal antenna does not work well for low radiation angles. 


I would try the noise cancelling antenna first.

Hello all, 


I have heard from Glen Leinweber from my original post and he'd be 
interested as well. The antenna we'd like to see modeled is a vertical feed 
right at the opening of a fish hole in a frozen fresh water lake. It has 
one "radial" dropped straight down the hole. Fresh water's dielectric 
constant is 80 and it's conductivity is .001 S/m or 1 mS/m (milli siemens 
per meter) so it is a very poor conductor. The question is really this. If 
the purpose of laying all the radials for a vertical antenna is to create an 
"image" in the ground, what is the effect if you can actually put a real 


"image" there by dropping a wire down a hole in the ice? So the model would 
be a vertical dipole half floated in the air and half straight down in the 
"sround"(water). Feedpoint in the middle at the level of the ice. 


I have tried this in NEC4WIN, but I don't think it handles ground all that 
well, and I'm not experienced at modeling antennas. Although the results 
were quite encouraging, I'd like some confirmation and discussion from some 
other corners. How about it guys? Especially you guys with the antenna 
modeling experience.

Less than optimal conditions: QRP MOBILE CONTESTING! 


I know what you are saying, "QRP contesting, from a car! You must be 
nuts!". And well, probably, but if I want to operate I have to do it from 
the car, so that's what I did! I live in a neighborhood with oppressive 
antenna restrictions, and due to some past encounters with ol' Murphy the 
only hf radio I own that still works is a 10 meter mobile. So I have been 
looking forward to the 10 meter contest for a long time. I figure the only 
contest that I can seriously compete in is the ARRL 10 meter contest. So I 
packed up my stuff and headed for the hills! 


A little background is in order. The mobile station consists of an RCI 
2950 at 5 watts PEP, into a 102" cb whip mounted on the bumper of my ol' 
chevy. Logging was strictly paper, and one of the achievements I'm 
proudest of on this outing is I taught myself how to keep a dupe sheet 
during this contest! I worked ssb only, mainly because I haven't yet found 
a way to modify the horrible sidetone on the 2950. The location was 
beautiful! Parked on top of the highest point in southern In., deep in the 
heart of the Clark Co. State forrest. A great location which also gave me 
"line of sight" to Louisville Ky, some 25 miles to the south. Which I 
considered important for the dificult Ky multiplier from here in Indiana. 


After a disapointing outing in ssb S.S., I was hoping for good propagation 
for this contest. And with the great conditions of the past few weeks, I 
had high hopes. So I set my goal at 100 qso's, which compared to my 8 ss 
qso's, was definitely high hopes! But I thought it was an obtainable goal. 

For this contest everyone was limited to 10 meters only, and most 
importantly, conditions should be much better. 


So I set out for the intended operating sight about 9:30am local time 
(14:30z% and already the band was booming! I never intended to operate 
while in motion (and don't usually) but I tuned in on KP3Z working a pileup 
and decided to try him while on the way there. It took about 20 minutes, 
but just as I was pulling into the parking area I heard "..N9RLA 59 389", 
and my first one was in the log. 12 minutes later I had landed HH2PK, and 


then started a short list of LU's. And then the band shifted to Texas! 
Texas must be the US contesting capitol. It seemed like every ham in Texas 
was on, and I tried to work ‘em all. And did manage to log many! All to 
soon the band shifted farther west, and after a short and weak opening to 
CA, was gone altogether. So I called it quits for Saturday, with 51 qso's 
and went home with hopes for an early start Sunday and good propagation. 


Then Murphy came. After a few hours of unexpected car repair Sunday 
morning I managed to get to the operating site and get on the air by about 
11:30am (16:30z). And the band just wouldn't cooperate. There were some 
stations. I managed to scrape and dig and make a few qso's. I had several 
people "give up" on me (N8NR thanks for trying, but when you turned your 
beam you just vanished!). So after a very brief opening to CA in the 
afternoon, I gave up about 2:30pm (19:30z) after adding another 14 qso's. I 
had to quit early due to family obligations so I missed out on another 
small evening opening. 


THE BOTTOM LINE: 65 QSO's. 11 states. 6 countries. 

130 qso points X 17 mults = 2210 score 
So I came up a little short of my goal. But I had a great time and 65 
qso's with my setup isn't bad. The ironic part is it seemed much easier to 
work the dx stations than the state side ones! Most of the south american 
countries were worked on the first call. Except for the peak of the Tx 
opening on Saturday, most of the states were a real struggle.

For a multi rig speaker system, I took a Heath speaker (matching unit to HW-9) 
and inside built a TUNABLE 4 stage audio bandpass CW filter, a high pass anda 
low pass filter for SSB, a tunable notch filter, and an LM380 2W amplifier, 
all switched and controlled from the front. I also included a rig input 
direct to the speaker for my 2 meter rig, so I get both VHF and HF signals 
together on same speaker. 


Since I had some room left, I built in a 4 amp 13.8 vdce regulated supply -2 
outputs- to house as much as possible in one case so as not to be carrying 


multiple boxes around when portable. Also have room for keyer and a 12 vdc 
1.2 AH gelcell which will go in as and when needed. Still have some spare 
room on front console for one or two small edge mount meters for fwd/ref power 
monitoring...instead might put in LED bar meters. Jury still out on that 
decision....0h Yes, Heath original 8 ohm speaker is still in there too. 


Guess this might qualify as a "station console"??

Jim, most times when it is accessible on both sides, I just solder the 
component to the pads on each side of the PWB. Where it is not accessible, 
I usually just drill a tiny hole thru the PWB near the problem and just 
solder me a little jumper from top to bottom on the affected PWB traces. 
Never had a problem with it. 


Oh, but the way -- does it make any difference whether or not this 
particular top-to-bottom plated-thru connection is even present (as in 
needed")? I have found places on occassion where it does not matter from 
the fact that all holes on plated-thru boards get plated even though there 
may not be a requirement at a particular spot. Thought this would be worth 
mentioning.

I would appreciate any helpful advice on determining the input and 
output impedance of a xtal filter. I have already searched the web, 
but Filtertech Inc does not seem to be in business anymore. It is 
9.07MHz I do have an O'scope, frequency counter and RF test 
oscillator. 


What I'd like to know is: 


1)Do I have to be careful not to drive the filter to hard(do xtal 
filters break?). How to measure the signal Voltage, current, or 
power? 


2)Can I use a simple resistor divider to match the oscillator's 
output impedance to the filter? If so, how do I determine the 
correct value - can you tell by looking at the in/outputs with a 
scope?. Is the input impedance the same as the output? 


3)Are there some common values that I should try first? 


I just got a couple 9.07MHz xtals from Jan's. I figure(hope) that maybe 
this could make a good test setup by mixing the test osc with the xtal osc 
to see the filter's characteristics.

Shoot! And I was just about to postpone qrp-l until Jan. 5th due 
to my Vacation. 


Can't pass up sharing my professional experience on this! 


As an assembler early in my career here at this Electronic's 
Company I was known as "The Pad/Trace Repair dude". Just 
something I really latched onto when I complained about all 
the boards we threw out. 


There are these little brass tubes inserted in the holes and 

a puch rolls the tops over and you know have a new hole! One end 
of these tubes is already folded over, like a screw head. Your job 
is to ensure the connective traces pass underneath the rims. 


Of course all of the soldermask/resist is scraped off with the 
appropriate Exacto/Hobby knife and .031 diameter solder carefully 
flowed to ENSURE contact. (If you want to INSURE the contact, you 
must pay a monthly fee :%) These two words get mixed up a lot :) 


Any-Who: 

They also sell flat trace material for getting underneath these 
pads. For the most part I use straight wire for trace repair. 
Always epoxy seal over those when done. 


Where the heck do you get these? I don't know. Sri om. For home 
use I fix them this way: 


Scrape a section of the top and bottom board traces that need a thru- 
hole connection. Solder fine wire of sufficient lentgh from trace 

to about 3/16 inch passed the previous pad location. Do this both 
Sides. Epoxy over trace and wire, leavin wire exposed over and passed 
the hole. After Epoxy cured, install leg of part and wrap/Solder 
wires to top/bottom of the leg.

To my suprise however, the g5rv=20 
seems to do better on both DX and stateside.=20 


Also, powerline noise is much lower on the g5rv (not any suprise=20 
there).I went with the g5rv Jr. model due to space restrictions. It=20 
seems to work pretty good under these conditions.

I would appreciate any helpful advice on determining the input and 
output impedance of a xtal filter. 


First guess is somewhere between 50 to 500 ohms. 


1)Do I have to be careful not to drive the filter to hard(do xtal 
filters break?). 


Keeping the signal down to 0 dBm or lower is probably ok. 
2)Can I use a simple resistor divider to match the oscillator's 
output impedance to the filter? If so, how do I determine the 
correct value - can you tell by looking at the in/outputs with a 


scope?. Is the input impedance the same as the output? 


Yes ... note that the filter in the passband will be ‘transparent’ , 


and the output termination will affect it. Assume input and output will be 
the same. Most commercial filters are made this way. 


For a start, try a 100 ohm load. Transform your 50 ohm generator into a 
100 ohm one by loading with a 50 ohm series resistor (and if you are 
uncertain about the generator output, put a 50 ohm 10 db pad in line).

By measuring vg, vf and vt in the passband, you can get an idea what is 


going on. When matched, the filter will be mostly resistive. You will 
have to change the resistor values as you go; they should iterate in to the 
correct values. Remember your source resistance includes the 50 ohm 
internal generator resistance. 


Good luck, and keep us posted. I won't get to check e-mail till Monday, 
but plenty of other folks are on line to offer help/advice this weekend.
